A number of the groups of blackmailers are 
known already to the White Hand society.

At least half a dozen of the blackmailers 
are either ex-convicts or fugitives from 
Italy. It will be one of the first aims of the 
White Hand society to see that the fugitives 
are returned to their own country to serve 
prison sentences. — 

The meeting at Roti hall was attended bx 
more than 1,000 people. Stirring addresses 
were made by Attorney Stefano Malato, who 
is one of the most active leaders of the new 
organization and will direct the investiga- 
tion and the legal work; President G. Mira- 
bella of the Unione Siciliana; Joseph Gara- 
baldi, Dr. P. Cutrea, M. Mastrogiovanni, 
Qhevalier Guido Sabetta, the lia.ian consul; 
Dr, Volini, Dr. M. de Trana, and others. 


Criminals to Be Punished. 

“ As Sicily has given the largest contingent 
to these bands of rascals,” said Attorney 
Malato, it is our duty to wipe them out. 
There is no general organization of the Black 
Hand in Chicago, but there are small groups 
who are becoming bolder and unless we wish 
to have the experience of New York and 
New Orleans, they must be wiped out quick- 
ly. In the case of notorious criminals who 
have fied from Italy, they must be sent 
back.” 

Dr. Volini told what he knew about the 
Black Hand. 

“For some time,” said he, there have 
been four groups of ruffians in this city who 
have been successful in their blackmailing 
and annoyance of the poorer class of Ital- 
fane—peddlers and small merchants. They 
now are becoming bolder, and threaten the 
lives of our leading mérchants and profes- 
sional men and the lives of their children. 

“Thousands of these letters have been 
gent to prominent Italians in the last few 
weeks. Many of us know where these peo- 
ple can be located. We know the leaders, 
pat have not the evidence against them.” 


Threatening Letter to Doctors. 

Dr. Volini on Nov. 1 received the following 
letter in Sicilian patois, in a rudely scrawled 
writing, evidéntly disguised and signed by 
two crossed stilettos: 

Sig. Doctor: With the present letter we give 
you our regards. Being in unfortunate ciroum- 
stances and knowing you to be a good hearted fel- 
low, we notify you of our need of 8. 000 You 
have this sum of money and we want it. Do not 
report us to the police but send us this sum of 
monéy by 11 o'clock on Nov. 10. Put it behind the 
door of the store of Andrea Russo in Chicago ave- 
nue. Tour children will suffer if you do not keep 
still. 

Dr. Volini has four children. Two boys, 
aged 14 and 12 years, and another boy quite 
young aud an 11 year old girl. Mrs. Voiini 


has been accompanying the children to aad

President Calls Conference to 


ASKS ALL STATE LEADERS. 


Governors and Congressmen Invited 
to Meeting Early in May. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.— President 
Roosevelt has invited the governors of all 
the states and territories to meet him at the 
White house on May 138, 14. and 18, next, to 
discuss the question of means to conserve 
the natural resources of the country. In- 
vitations also are to be extended to the mem- 
bers of both houses of congress and to the 
inland waterways commission. The impor- 
tance and manner in which the subject is 
to be considered are. indicated in the presi- 
dent’s letter to the governors, which was 
made public at the White house today. The 
letter follows: 

“The natural resources of the United 
States were, at the time of settlement, richer, 
more varled, and more available than those 
of any other equal area on the earth. The 
development of these resources has given us, 
for more than a century, a rate of increase 
of population and wealth without parallel 
in history. It is obvious that the prosperity 
which we now enjoy rests directly upon 
these resources. It is equally obvious that 
jhe vigor and success which we desire and 
foresee for this nation in the future must 
have this as its ultimate material basis. 


Must Plan Future’s Prosperity. 


“In view of these evident facts, it seems 
to me time for the country to take account 
of its natural resources, and to inquire how 
long they are likely to last. We are prosper- 
ous now; we should not forget that it will be 
just as important to our descendants to be 
prosperous in their time. 

* Recently I declared there is no other 


question now before the nation of equal | 


gravity with the question of the conservation 
of our naturel resources and I added that 
it ie the plain duty of those of us who, for the 
moment, are responsible to take inventory 
of the natural resources which heave been 
handed down: to us, to forecast the needs 
of the future amd so handle the great 
sources of our prosperity as not to destroy 
in advance all hope of the prosperity of our 
descendants. 

“Tt is evident the abundant natural re- 
sources on which the welfare of this nation 
reste are becoming depleted, and, in not 
a few cases, are aiready exhausted. This 
is true of all portions of the United States: 
it is especially true of the longer settled 
communities of the east. 


Asks All to Bring Friends. 


“The gravity of the situation must, I be- 
lieve, appeal with special force to the gov- 
ernors of the states, because of their close 
relations to the people and the responsibility 
for the welfare of their communities, I have 
therefore decided, in accordance with the

A realistic retnactment of the murder of 
Policeman Robert J. Mackaneny, carried out 


the hour the policeman was killed the day 
before, exploded the theory that a jealous 
rival had committed the murder and the po- 
lice spread a dragnet to arrest a well known 
former convict whom Mackaneny had been 
instrumental in sending to the penitentiary. 
A man resembling him was seen near the 
scene of murder. 

Michael McQueen, an engineer for the Lake 
Shore road, was arrested early Sunday morn- 
ing by Sergeant Stack end Detective Cave- 
naugh at the Lake Shore station as he ended 
a run from Elkhart, Ind. He lives at 6314 
Wentworth avenue at the home of Miss Mary 
Téarney, sister-in-law of the dead police- 
man, and across the street from the Macka- 
neny home. Since the death of his wife 
Mackaneny is said to have been attentive 
to his sister-in-law and neighbors reported 
to the police that he and McQueen had quar- 
reled over the latter’s attentions to Miss 
Tearney. f 


Murder Scene Re-enacted.

BANKERS 70 BE INDICTED? 


Brooklyn Grand Jury to Probe 
Alleged Violations of Law. 


RACK, 


Joint Move May Be Made to Restrain 
Receivers from Acting. 


New York, Nov. 17.—[Special.]—The Kings 
county grand jury tomorrow niorning will be- 
gin an investigation into the business con- 
duct of all banks and trust companies in its 
jurisdiction for which temporary receivers 


were appointed by Justice Betts at Kingston 


on Saturday upon application of Attorney 
General Jackson. Not only does this mean 
the Jenkins Trust company and Borough 
bank mentioned by Mr. Jackson must pass 
under the legal microscope, but others, with 
the exception of the Hamilton bank, a Man- 
hattan institution, must follow. 

The investigation will be conducted by 
Assistant District Attorney Robert H. Elder. 
Although Mr. Elder today positi¥ely declined 
to discuss that phase of the subject, there is 
good reason for believing in the case of the 
Jenkins Trust company and Borough bank 
he will at once ask for the indictment of six 
men, Officers or directors of the institutions 
or closely associated with them, for alleged 
violation of thevgerferal criminal law and 
banking code as well. 

Mr. Elder will have as his withesnes Attor- 
ney General Jackson, State Superintendent 
of Banking Williams, and his experts, many 
prominent politicians of Brooklyn, and an 
ex-officer of the Borough bank, who is sup- 
posed to have made a clean breast of his in- 
timate and detailed knowledge of the way in 
which business was done in his institution. 
This man, it is understood, asserts he was 
only a tool in the hands of the other men and 
was ruined by his service. Determined not to 
be punished, he has preferred to tell all. There 
was ho official mention of this man's name 
today.

Judge Newcomer: Indorses Sys- 
tem, but Opposes Publicity. 


KEEP SOCIAL DOORS OPEN. 


‘Says Adult Who Makes Misstep Should 


Not Be Advertised. 


Judge Newcomer, speaking on “ The So- 
cial Evil. or Chicago’s Under World,“ at the 
Sacramento Boulevard Methodist Episcopal 


held by Judge Cleland. 

“Criminal law doesn’t reform, but it is 
needed to safeguard our homes,” seid the 
speaker. I believe in the establishment 
of a good, safely enforced parole or proba- 
tionary law for adults. The Mttle ones 
now have the benefit of such a law. 

But we don’t want anything that ie likely 
to bring the law into derision, as has been 
the case during the last six or eight months. 
I believe publicity is a hindrance rather than 
a help to the one on parole, If a man makes 
a misstep he should not be advertised to the 
‘world as a criminal. If he is worthy of a 
chance to reform it ought to be given him 
privately. . 

“Tf he is to be trusted let him stand upon 
his honor alone, so there is nothing against 
him if ever he should return to good society. 
Privacy, rather than publicity should be the 
keynote of a probationary law.” 


Says They Laugh at Plan. 

Upon leaving the rostrum the judge was 
asked to whom he referred, but he merely 
smiled. Then, in justification of his remarks, 
he said: 

„There is now a law pending at Springfield 
that is good. I helped to frame it, but mem- 
bers of the legislature laugh when we talk 
‘probationary law.’ Haven't you got a pa- 
role system in Chicago now?’ they inquire.” 

Liquor, bad associates, drugs, gambling, 
cigarets, and pernicious literature were 
named as the principal factors in sending 
young men and women down the social scale.

Reliance Trading company—Issued 800,- 
000 shares, half of them preferable, yet pays 
no taxes; is on a financial profit basis. 

Industrial homes—Founded in 1903; is- 
sued 500,000 shares, guaranteeihg 6 per cent 
interest; public pays the interest. g 


Other Houses Better. 

Lodging houses— Statement made by 
army that it furnished 3,000,000 beds for 
poor, but not specified whether that meant 
separate heds or indicated number of times 
used; statement suppressed that profit from 
charges were $321,000 in the year 1906; other 
cheap lodging houses furnish better sur- 
roundings af cheaper price. 

„ Statistica — Unreliable because army 
doesn’t employ competent statisticians; for 
instance, pamphlet says in one place the 
army restaurants fed 7,000 men; in another 
place 1,500 men in the same given time; gov- 
ernment furnished with misguiding informa- 
tion. 

„Old clothing auctions-Gathers in old 
clothes, claiming to give them to. the. poor; 
the old clothes sold at auctions dally; Salva- 
tion army makes profit out of the business 
the same as does any second hand dealer.” 


Army Officer in Reply. 

A Salvation army officer who attended 
the lecture safd in reply: 

„The weakness of Mr. Mangasarian’s crit- 
icisms was that he gave the inference that 
all the Salvation army institutions should 
exist on air, and should be void of financial 
basis. He doesn’t show that any ot the 
funds are devoted to personal interests. I 
guppose he thinks when the army founds an 
emigration bureau or industrial home that 
it can borrow the money to do se without 
pledging itself to pay any interest. The crit- 
icistu was a superficial, prejudiced one from 
beginning to end.“

IN CONTROVERSY AT PLANO. 


Talks to Anti-Polygamy Branch of the 
Church but Doesn't Know It.

Lives Squandered in Cuba. 

“During the Spanish-American war, we 
lost sixteen of our vigorous young soldiers 
from preventable disease, for every one lost 
in batte, and 85 out of each 100 of them 
were inmates of our hospitals during that 
short struggle from the same class of dis- 
eases. 

Bad as is thie record for the nation, the 
facts and figures make that for your own 
etate even worse. During the year about 
one in ten of your deathe were from consump- 
tion. It is a common opinion that this is an 
inherited disease, but it should be known 
that even if your father and mother died of 
it, at the worst you can only inherit the 
kind of constitution which makes you espe- 
cially Hable if exposed to it. But no matter 
what you have inherited you can no more 
have consumption without getting into your 
body the germs from a previous case than 
you can raise corn on one of your farms 
without seed. 

“You had 4 large death rate from typhoid 
fever and you have thousands of cases of this 
disease every year. This is not only a pre- 
ventable disease but the most typical of the 
filth diseases. In cities it usually gets into 
the mouth through infected water. Instead 
of profiting by this we are rapidly converting 
our streams and lakes into open sewers and 
pools, regardless of the complex sanitary 
and economic problems thus created for our 
own generation and the teeming millions to 
follow us. 


Seeks Central Health Bureau. 

“You had last year a heavy sick and death 
rate from diseases of children, caused by 
the use of dirty, adulterated, or led milk. 
You had mapy deaths and much sickness 
from diphtheria and scarlet fever, all dis- 
tinctly preventable, and still more from 
pneumonia, another germ disease which we 
ought soon to be able to greatly restrict or 
entirely prevent. 

„A great central health organization at 
Washington, endowed in accordance with the 
power and wealth of our federal govern- 
ment, is just as much a necessity, if our 
people are to have the benefits of modern 
scientific knowledge applied to their daily 
needs, as the Supreme court of the-United 
States. * 

Prof. Irving Fisher, chairman of the com- 
mittee of one hundred, made a. plea for the 
construction of more sanitary conditions 
within the city, outlined the work the society 
has been doing against contagious diseases, 
and urged rational diet, pure air, and exer- 
cise as the best preventives.

Crazed by Sufferings. 


HANDS AND FEET FROZEN. 
Exposure to Cold in Open Dory Will 
Cost Two Victims Limbs. 


Boston, Nov. 17.—[Special.]—Capt. Him- 
melman and five members of the crew of the 
British schooner Vinita were brought into 
port here today by the Boston fishing schoon- 
er Mattakeesett, after being nearly five days 
at sea in a dory. 

Most of the men were delirious from hunger 
and. thirst, with their feet and hands so frozen 
and cut by the wind and water that amputa- 
tion will be necessary in two cases. 

The Vinita sailed on Monday from New 
York for St. John, N. B. On Wednesday at 
noon, while off Pollock’s rip, the vessel 
sprang a leak and hardly had the crew cast 
the dory over the side when the schooner 
sank, 


Crazed by Thirst and Hunger. 


With six, men in the boat there was no room 
for provisions or water. Two of the men 
had neither shoes nor stockings, and not 
one of them saved a coat. 

On Wednesday and Thursday their boat 
drifted to sea, despite their efforts to reach 
shore. In spite of the warnings of the cap- 
ain some of the men, already insane by 

hirst, drank salt water. The waves dashed 
over them, and often the little dory was on 
the point of capsizing. 

Thursday night Capt. Himmelman’was the 
only one who had, not become delirious from 
the awful privations. 

Jack McGill jumped overboard, but Him- 
melman sprang in, beat him unconscious, 
and,-aided by the others, pulled him into the 
boat. 

When the dory was picked up McGill was 
lying in the bottom, bound and raving. 


Hope Dies; Rescue Comes. 

On Friday Capt. Himmelman sighted a 
vessel. All day the men rowed, but the ves- 
sel disappeared in the night. On Saturday, 
as the men lay deMrious in the bottom of the 
boat, the Mattakeesett hove in sight. Capt. 
Himmelman stripped off his shirt and hoisted 
it on an oar as a signal of distress. The 
schooner picked. them up and hurried them 
to Boston.

AMERICAN WAY DOOMED. 
Scientist Says He Has Solved Problem 
of Bacteriological Cultivation. 


[BY WIRELESS TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—William T. Stead has 
taken up the rdle of an agricultural bene- 
factor. The means he has adopted to prose- 
cute his benefactions is the method of bacte- 
riological cultivation of barren land, which ts 
said to be an improvement on that which has 
been employed for a number of years in the 
United States. 

The originator of this new method is Dr. 
Bottomley, professor of botany at King's 
college, London. It is on the strength of his 
statements that the superiority of his method 
to the American way is predicated. 

The germ was discovered im 1886 by a Ger- 
man scientist, who solved the mystery of the 
connection that prevaile between the small 
nodules or tubercles and the roots of legu- 


‘minous plants, and subsequently, through his 


discovery, showed how to increase the fer- 
tility of a soll. 

Dr. Bottomley says he has improved onthe 
system in use in America for experimental 
purposes by prolonging the existence of the 
fertilizing microbes from three months to 
two years, and by being able to produce inoc- 
ulating material more cheaply than it is pro- 
duced in the United States. 

Mr. Stead has made a corner in Dr. 
Bottomley’s solution, having secured from 
the scientist the exclusive right to handle 
the mixture for twelve months. The Ameri- 
can price for a certain quantity of an article 
said to be inferior to Mr. Stead’s is $7. He 
will sell the same quantity of a better solu- 
tion for $1.50, half the amount to be paid 
to Dr. Bottomley and the other half to be 
spent, or so much of it as may be necessary, 
in advertising and pushing the sale of the 
fertiliser.

$85,000,000 FOR GERMAN NAVY’ 


Budget for 1908 Allows a Considerable 
Increases Over Allowance for the 
Present Year. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Nov. 17.—The imperial navy es- 
timates provide for an outlay in 1908 of 
$85,000,000, which is $15,000,000 more than 
in 1907. There will be a progressive increase 
in estimates until 1912, when. they will reach 
$97,500,000. During the next four years Ger- 
many will lay down annually three battle 
ships, which will not be- smaller than the 
British Dreadnought, and a huge armored 
cruiser similar to the 19,000 ton ship now 
bullding at Hamburg, It is figured Germany 
will have in 1919 thirty-two first class bat- 
tleships, of which twenty-four will be of the 
Dreadnought class, and eight of the 19,000 
ton cruisers. 

Each battleship and cruiser will cost $9.- 
125,000. This high price is largely due to 
the armament, which will be immensely 
strong. The present estimate allots $1,750,- 
000 for submarine, and this amount will be 
the future annual outlay on boats of this 
type. There will be twelve new torpedo boat 
destroyers built each year. There will be 
an increase in every branch of naval con- 
struction and defense work. 

Meanwhile Prussian army estimates have 
been increased $1,800,000, besides extraordi- 
nary expenditures of $7,660,000 to improve 
fortifications. 

Estimates of the ministry of the interior 
contain the sums of $535,000 for improving 
Count Zepellin’s airship, and $5,000,000 for 
widening the 8 Wilhelm canal. a 


DUMA ON EVE 


Party Feeling Promises to Cause a Vio- 
lent Scene Over the Election of 
Officers Today. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 17.—Party feel- 
ing ran so high at the caucuses held today by 
the Octoberists and the monarchists as to 
promise to culminate in an open scandal in 
the duma tomorrow during the election of 
officers. President Khomakoff already has 
hinted that he may resign. The trouble was 
started by a ballot nominating I. F. Sazano- 
vich of Mohileff to be secretary and Prince 
Viadimir Wolkonsky to be vice president of 
the duma. M. Khomyakoff declared flatly 
that he would not be able to work in co- 
operation with M. Sazanovich. The latter was 
expelled for fifteen sessions on account of his 
boisterous conduct as a result of a violent po- 
litical scene at the Octoberist club.

In the evolution of the piano the square 
shape, as already stated, has practically 
disappeared.

ILLINOIS AN OIL STATE. 


Without the notice of any persons other 
than those immediately concerned, Llinois 
is becoming an oil state. Prior to 1905 
the annual production of oil in Mont- 
gomery county, the only producer, was 
from 200 to barrels. In August, 1906, 
the daily production exceeded 25,000 


barrels. In June, 1907, the daily produc- | 


tion averaged 112,000 barrels from 5,214 
wells in Clark, Cumberland, Crawford, 
and adjacent counties. The total for the 
year 1906 was between 4 and 5 per cent 
of the total for the United States, and 
this from a state Which two years be- 
fere was not considered an oil state 
at all. 

As long ago as 1865 tests for oll were 
made near Casey, Clark county, a few 
miles goutheast of Mattoon. Although en- 
couraging signs were discovered nothing 
systematic was cttempted until 1905, 
when the development began and was 80, 


published a bulletin in August, 1906, de- 
scribing the oil field of IIlinois. This is 
really a part of the oil field of Indiana, 
since the counties producing oil lie along 
the Wabash river, just west of Terre 
Haute and Vincennes. It was not until 
1907 that the Illinois geological survey 
took any especial notice of the field. 

In the meantime the commercial de- 
velopment of the field was proceeding 
without waiting for the geologists. Pipe 
lines were laid connecting the different 
fields and the production increased by 
leaps. The value of the oil produced in 
1906 was $3,275,802, more than seventy 


lead in IIIinois for that year, and almost 
as much as the value of the limestone 
put out that year. The production for 
the present year should be four or five 
times as much, putting of] next to coal 
on the list of the mineral productions of 
Illinois. ! 

The question of the regulation of the 
Standard Oil company comes home to 
this state, then, not only as a consumer 
of petroleum products but as a producer 
of the crude oil. The significant fact 


that the oil now gushing from so many 


wells is found in counties not before pro- 
ducing, while nothing seems to have been 
done to increase the output from Mont- 
gomery county, a long way to the west, 
suggests both that Montgomery county 
may be expected increase the tota’ 
when modern methods are applied there 
and that the intervening counties may be 
found to be as rich as any yet worked. 
The natural gas which is found in con- 
nection with the oil fields and is now 
going to waste may be expected to m- 
crease further the wealth of the state and 
to lead to the building up of manufactur- 
ing towns in what is now mainly an agri- 
cultural region. : | 


DELAYED NEWS FROM NOAH. 

It is just as well, perhaps, that at this 
time, when a slight stringency in the 
money market enables collectors to pause 
and take account of stock, some questions 
are raised as to the authenticity of valu- 
able discoveries unearthed in Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and other notable places of le- 
posit. For several years the enthusiastic 
collector has been warned against the 
tricks of conscienceless Europeans who 
haye palmed off all varieties of fake 
works of art as the most precious treas- 
ures and have filled American homes and 
museums with their wretched imitations: 
But it was not suspected that even the 
descendants of the makers of wooden nut- 
megs would play so scurvy and reprehen- 
sible a part. 

When the log of the Mayflower was 
sent over to América it was gratefully ac- 
cepted at its face value, and there never 
has been any doubt of its authenticity. 
It is probable that some hitherto unknown 
private papers of Columbus might be 
taken as genuine. Leif Erickson might be 
acknowledged as a contributor to historic- 
al literature, and it is possible, even, that 
some nautical notes from Sir Galahad 
could be attested as the real thing. But 
when some enterprising fellows over in 
Michigan announce that they have turned 
up a copy of Noah’s diary engraved on a 
copper tablet the most credulous of man- 
kind may be pardoned if he does not im- 
mediately swallow the bait, diary, tablet, 
and all. 

Michigan is much to be commended for 
its celery, its peaches, and, to an extent, 
its leading baseball club. For things that 
are above ground it deserves its flattering 
reputation. Some of its exhumed Indian 
relies, for all that is known to the con- 
trary, may appeal to the critical and dis- 
criminating taste. 
that Noah cruised hopelessly about for 
forty days or more and then landed in 
Michigan is really not reasonable. With 
the conveniences at his command it was 
not possible to accomplish: the journey iu

In like manner it may be sus- 
pected that other “ startling discoveries ” 
have their origin in the ingenious minds 
of rogues or practical jokers, who, haviag 
shown no consideration for Noah, would 
not scruple to take liberties with Queen

. John Cotton Dana, librarian of the 
Newark free public library. holds high 
expectations of the newspapers of the 
future.

Mechanical processes pill be improved 
larger type and better paper will be used, 
the illustrations in black and white or in 
color will surpass anything now found in 
books. The newspapers will be sys- 
tematically arranged and supplied witn 
indices and digest. It will hardly be 
necessary to read anything else. Yellow 
newspapers will exist for yellow readers, 
but in spite of that Mr. Dana believes 
that “newspapers will be our intellectual 
sarvation.” The Sunday newspapers are 
already a suggestion of what the daily 
newspaper of the future will be, but the 
improving popular taste will create a de- 
mand to be met by daily papers of 
“ clearness, accuracy, simplicity, breadth, 
and beauty far beyond anything now 
found. | 

The Newark librarian has taken a stand 
which must be imitated by other libra- 
rians who wish to be of service to the 
users of their libraries. The daily news- 
papers furnish every day at present 4 
wealth of literature which librarians do 
not esteem as highly as they ought. The 
special student of some interesting sub- 
ject often has to pore through antiquated 
manuals in vain to find information which 
some 8 list has condensed into a few 
inches in a newspaper, but which is lost 
in the ocean of the daily press. Mr. 
Poole of Chicago established an index 
to periodicals which has been continued 
under his name and which tells students 
where, in monthly or quarterly or in a 
few cases in weekly periodicals, articles 
may be found on given subjects. There 
is no index to the daily press, although 
often newspapers publish articles of time- 
ness and authority such as cannot be 
found in the magazines. 

In the library of the future a large 
staff will be busy indexing the daily 
papers. Of the leading papers at least 
three copies will be taken, one for bind- 
ing, the other two for the preparation 
of the huge files of clippings which will 
be the most valuable thing in the library 
of the future. The time is not far dis- 
tant when the most important part of 
matter published for general information 
will be found in the newspapers, if that 
time has not already come, and the 
librarians who, like Mr. Dafa, are in- 
telligent enough to recognize and frank 
enough to acknowledge the fact will be 
the chief among the great librarians of 
the world.

1 sHEFFIELD’S dispersal of his 
_ Word§rful library at Sheffield Park, 
Sussek, with its ee of 
early works dealin America, in- 
l eluding Denton’s on ot New. 
Tork.“ published in 1670 (sold for several 
thousand dollars), is due to the fact that he is 
a. bachelor, with no heir to his earldom, 
which, at his death, will become extinct. 

Sheffield Park will, I understand, go to his 
nisee, the dowager countess of Winchelsea, 
and on her demise to her daughter, Mrs. 
Richard Arthur Paget. It is a place of great 
interest. For in the family mausoleum of 
Shemeld Park repose,the remains of the 
great historian, Gibbon, who wes a warm 
friend of the first earl of Sheffield. 

It is this peer who enjoys the distinction of 
having saved the Bank of England at a mo- 
ment when the old lady of Threadneedle 
street was in greater danger than at any 
moment of her existence—namely: during 
the terrible Gordon riots jn 1780. 

In fact, had it not been for Col. John Baker 
Holroyd, with a Sussex militia regiment of 
his own raising, the mob would have suc- 
cegded in storming, looting, and destroying 
t ge famous financial institution in the 


’ eo . 

Col. Holroyd only managed to beat off the 
mob's attack upon the bank after hard fight- 
ing, in the following year was rewarded 
wit Irish peerage, taking his title from 
Sheffield Park in Sussex. which he had in- 
herited from his maternal uncle, the Rev. 
James Baker, who had purchased it from 
Lord de la Warr in 1768. 

This Irish barony of Sheffield, which was 
granted with special remainder to his daugh- 
ters by his first marriage, and is now in abey- 
ance, was afterwards supplemented by 
an English barony of the same name, by the 
Viscounty Pevensey, and by the earldom of 
Sheffield. 

The present earl of Sheffield is his grand- 
son, and though a member of the liberal 
party is better known to fame as a cricketer 
than as astatesman. It was he who took out, 
at his own expense, a splendid eleven to 
Australia, some twelve or fifteen years ago, 
and te commemorate the trip he presented 
the Sheffield shield, a splendid trophy, which 
ts competed for annually by the various col- 
onies, 


— 

Mention of the Bank of England, by the 
bye, serves to recall to mind the fact that 
if its founder, William Patterson, had been 
equally successful in his subsequent enter- 
prise, the ill fated Darien expedition, Panama 
would today be a British colony and its canal 


an English undertaking, instead of the water- 


way now in course of construction being an 
American affair and Panama itself a repub- 
lic under the protection of Uncle Sam. 

In fact, it was King William III.’s bad 
faith in dealing with William Patterson in 
this scheme for the establishment of a Scotch 
colony on the isthmus of Darien that lost 
Panama to Great Britain. 

King William was deeply indebted to Pat- 
terson, who had virtually financed the revo- 
lution that had placed him on the throne, 
and in his capacity as ruler of Scotland had 
authorized, through his representative at 
Edinburgh, the dispatch of the expedition. 

But when Franc, Spain, and Holland, and 
a number of English politicians and mer- 
chants commenced to protest against the ex- 
pedition, to denounce it as a buccaneering 
enterprise, King William yielded to their 
pressure and in his capacity as King of Eng- 
land condemned as piratical what he had au- 
thorizéd as ruler of Scotland. 

The result was that the entire affair came 
to grief, and though Patterson temporarily 
lost hie reason over the matter, he subse- 
quently recovered it sufficiently to be able to 
play a leading role in framing the articles 
dealing with trade and finance in the treaty 
of union between England and Scotland. One 
of the last acts of the old Scotch parliament 
was to recommend him to Queen Anne for 
his good services. But he died before any 
reward could be bestowed upon him. 

> 


Patterson was a wonderful man, and came 
to England from Scotland with a pack on his 
back, and was first a missionary and then a 
buccaneer in the West Indies. Having 
amassed a considerable amount of money, he 
was much in the coffee houses of Amster 
dam at the time of the revolution of 1688 
which landed William of Orange on the 
British throne of his father-in-law, James II. 
In fact, Patterson, as I have mentioned 
abové, financed-the revolution. 

Subsequently, when King William and his 
government were harassed for want of 
money, owing to the difficulty not only in 
collecting taxes but also in borrowing, be- 


cause M the supposed instability of King 
William’s government and the fear of a res- 
toration of King James, William Patterson, | 


after discussion with a parliamentary com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose, formed a 
syndicate, which advanced a sum of §7,000,- 
000, not to the king, but to the government 
and nation as represented by parliament. 

The syndicate received 8 per cent on the 
sum advanced as interest, and a charter 
bearing the date of July 27, 1694, incorporat- 
ing the syndicate by act of parliament into 
a society denominated the Governor and 
Company of the Bank of England, the first 
governor being William Patterson. That 
was the origin of the Bank of England and of 
the national debt of Great Britain. 

— 5 

Patterson, besides thus establishing the 
Bank of England and inaugurating the na- 
tional debt, found time to reorganize the 
entire system of national finance, and has 
justly been described as the architect of the 
huge fabric over which Mr. Asquith now pre- 
sides as chancellor of the exchequer. 

He also brought water for North London 
and even to metropolitan districts as distant 
as Southwark from the Hampstead and 
Highgate hills, sat in parliament for Dum- 
fries, and advocated the acquisition of up to 
date information by consuls of the customs 
and laws of the commerce, finance, and in- 
dustries of foreign countries for the benefit 
of the British trader and fnanufacturer.”’ 

He was, in fact, a myriad minded man, far 
in advance of his times, whose name has been 
entirely forgotten by his countrymen, 


> 

To return to Lord Sheffield, I may mention 
that he was formerly in the diplomatic serv- 
ice, and that he prides himselfion being par- 
ticularly wide awake. 

An amusing story is told in this connection. 
He was walking down Piccadilly one day 
with a friend, boasting that it would be im- 
pcssible for the most expert thief to pick his 
pocket without being caught at the gan:e. 

His handkerchiet was sticking out of nis 
coat pocket at the time. and, for a joke. h!s 
friend quietly removed it. A minute later 
Lord Sheffield stopped and collared by the 
neck a shabby individual who was passing, 
accusing him of having stolen his handker- 
chief. 


The man said nothing, but looked decidedly | 


frightened. Lord Sheffield's friend, with a 
smile on his face, explained the aituation, re- 
stored the pocket handkerchief to its owner, 
the earl thereupon relinquishing his hold on 
the supposed thief with many apologies. 

The shabby individual, with a look cf 
mingled amazement and relief on his face, 
bald not a word, but decamped at oncs.

EASES TASK OF ACCOUNTANTS. 


Amendment Does Away with Prelim- 
inary Education Clause in Law— 
Examination in May. 


According to an act passed in 1908 regu- 


‘lating the profession of public accountants, 


no one could bé admitted to the examinations 
for a certificate as certified public account- 
ant unless he was a graduate of a high sckool 
with a four years’ course, or could prove to 
the satisfaction of the estate university au- 
thorities that he had an education equiva- 
lent to this. 

As this requirement seemed to work hard- 
ship on a good many accountarts, the legis- 
lature last winter amended the law, doing 
away with the preliminary high school edu- 
cation, so far as concern: the examinations 
to be held in May, 1908 and 1909. This will 
give an opportunity for accountants of ex- 
perience, who are not graduates of high 
schools, to try for their certificates. 

By law, the state university at Urbana sets 
the examinations, and any information about 
them can be had by writing to the university 
committee on accountancy, 305 University

1907 is in truth a poor year, if it be as sad 
an affair as Mr. Ziegfeld makes it appear in 
the entertainment which he describes on his 
program as another one of those things in 
thirteen acts conceived and produced by F.

Started an Apron Factory. 

It is fifteen years since I faced a situation 
not differing from that of thousands of 
women today. I was left by the death of both 
parents the eldest of three children. Illness 
of both father and mother had reduced the 
family to poverty. A natural ability with 
the needle turned my attention to that pur- 
suit, and I found employment in an estab- 
lishment where I kept starvation from them 
for one year. I resolved to search for some 
way in which concentrated energy could do 
more than enable one to live. My brothers 
were still in the publie school. I meant to 
keep them there if effort could do so. What 
to do? What to make which was needed 
constantly replaced among the articles of 
domestic consumption? ‘ 

I should make aprons. I canvassed for 
patronage the establishments of the cit 
where I live, going to houses where several 
or many domestics were employed. IL re- 
ceived the first year enough employment to 
keep me at the machine by day and many 
nights. The following year I employed two 
assistants. Each year doubled my patron- 
age. In five years my apron business was a 
specialty. I furnished all the various insignia 
for domestic usage in the well appointed es- 
tablishments, studied the modes of the Eng- 
lish and French domestic uniform, and 
served my customers with the best and most 
correct designs. My workrooms were now 
large enough to employ fifteen aesistants. 

I canvassed neighboring cities and the sum- 
mer resorts of the north and east. I had 
found one way of relieving the always over- 
burdened housekeeper—a necessity of the 
rich in, response to one woman’s effort.

Better Money Situation Helps 


Market, but Pronounced 
Caution Still Prevails. 


CORN PRICES ARE LOWER. 


Fine Weather and Bearishly Con- 


strned Government Report 
Against Coarse Grain. | 


Sounder sentiment regarding the general 
financial situation was largely responsible 
for an improvement in wheat values last 
week. While the clarifying developments did 
much to put the general trade in a better 
frame of mind, operations in the pit and 16 
the cash markets still were governed by a 


’ caution that curtailed business and made the 


upturning all the more difficult. Speculative- 
ly speaking, the week’s markets were tamé 
and almost featureless affairs. There were 
occasional indications that the recent big 
bull operators were preparing for another 
try at boosting values, but they did not 
develop sufficiently to afford much tonic to 
general endeavor along these lines. Late in 
the week pressure became sufficiently heavy 
to trim down the best showings materially. 
Final quotations represented net gains of 
8%c for December, 2%@2%c for May, and %c 
for July, compared to those of the previous 
week, ‘ 
. Foreign Demand Eases Off. 

The general foreign call for American 
wheat and flour was only moderate at best, 
Europeans evidently being more disposed 
to join interests on this side of the water in 
hugging the shore, Late in the week for- 
eigners sold futures on this side, a procedure 
that went a good way toward encouraging 
bears in their operations. The leading for- 
eign markets appeared to be less bullishly 
inclined, although there was much in the 
general run of news to cause apprehension 
in all directions. Stocks of wheat and flour 
in Germany and other important parts of 
Europe are said to be alarmingly low, with 
the time not far off when they will have to 
be replenished. The situation in Russia was 
illustrated when railroad rates were in- 
creased for the ostensible purpose of cur- 
tailing exports from that country. The move- 
ment from Argentina, India, and Australia 
continued light. 

Great interest was shown in the crop de- 
velopments in Argentina, advices concerning 
which were of two colors—some favorabie 
and others unfavorable. The South Ameri- 
can country is becoming more and more of a 
factor in the world situation, all countries 
eagerly awaiting messages on the growing 
crop, which, if it meets with no serious set- 
backs, promises to be an extraord'narily 
large yield. Rains, cold weather, and other 
inclemencies were reported early in the week 
to be against the crop, but later advices in- 
dicated that conditions were steadily im- 
proving. 

Domestic Movement Light. 

The domestic movement of wheat last week 
was light, receipts at primary points ag- 
gregating 4,269,000 bu, against 6,164,000 bu 
the corresponding period last year. Inter- 
ests in general have been held back by the 
tight money situation, but farmers have not 
shown much disposition to sell freely at 
prevailing prices. It is said, however, that 
as soon as conditions show further improve- 
ment the grain will move more freely from 
the country, both northwest and southwest. 
Thys far there has been practically noth- 
ing of an adverse character concerning the 
progress of winter wheat in this country. 
Experts say that as matters now stand the 
prospects are bright. 


Heaviness Grange Oorn. 


Heaviness overhung the corn market the 
greater part of the week. Final quotations 
represented net losses of Ile for De- 
cember, 1@1%c for May, and %c for July, 
compared to those of the preceding period. 
The financial situation continued to be one 
of the principal influences of depression, al- 
though the end of the week found general 
sentiment considerably improved. Fine 
weather and the bearishly construed gov- 
ernment report injected much spirit into the 
bears, who apparently did not pay much 
attention to the steady run of disappolint- 
ing husking reports from important sec- 
tions of the belt. 

The movement from the country was light, 
the week’s receipts at primary points foot- 
ing up 1,366,000 bu, against 3,299,000 bu 
the similar period last year. Stocks in ny 
directions are at low ebb, but the general de- 
mand has been so light that the smallness of 
holdings has not had much effect on market 
prices. There are many bulls in the mar; 
ket and the short interest is said to be ex- 
tensive, but at the moment the believers in 
loftier values are not disposed to move de- 
cisively. Men close to the situation are look- 
ing for a more liberal marketing of the grain 
in the near future. 


Oats Quiet and Featureless. 

Pronounced dullness prevailed in the oats 
market throughout the week, both bulls 
and bears doing little. The market respond- 
ed more freely to developments in the more 
important cereals tham to any direct in- 
fluence. The movement from the country 
was extremely light and stocks in all direo- 
tions are meager, but the buying power has 
not deemed it advisable to take on freely at 
this time. The money tightness unques- 
tionably has had much to do toward re- 
stricting the movement from the country 
and to the east. If the financial situation con- 
tinues to improve men close to the trade be- 
Heve that the east, whose stocks are said to 
be alarmingly light, will enter the west as a 
liberal purchaser. On the other hand, if the 
beading long should decide to unload, the 
bulls hold, prices would take a big drop. 
Week end quotations showed unchanged for 
December, unchanged to 1-160 lower for 
May, and %c easier for July. 


Packers Press Provisions. 


The provision list was under pressure from 
packing interests the better part of the week, 
their selling combining with the weakness in 
corn to work for a general decline in values. 
Principal support came from shorts and some 
of the foreign speculators. The western run 
of hogs was light as compared to thatof last 
year, and the general demand for the man- 
ufactured products was strong enough to pre- 
vent any accumulation of stocks. The trade 
is looking for a decrease in products here. 
The packers evidently are intent on beat- 
ing down the values of hogs, but farmers 
have not shown much inclination to sell at 
the weaker prices. Many in the trade believe 
that swine have worked down enough and 
that the provision list is not destined to seek 
a much lower level. Traders are eagerly 
watching corn developments.

Evanston People Are Urged to Write 


Letters to Secretary Root Requesting 
Immediate Intervention. 


Secretary of State Root will have to make 
& large increase in his staff of clerks if the 
plan urged by speakers for the Congo Reform 
association in opening their local campaign 
yesterday is carried into effect. ‘ 

The Rev. Jos. Clark, a missionary for twen- 
ty-seven years in the Congo district, and 
the Rev. Herbert 8. Johnson of Boston, in 
speaking at Fisk hall, Evanston. asked.every 
person in the audience to assist in a bombard- 
ment of requests for immediate intervention 
in the African situation. 

“The United States is directly responsible 
to all nations of the earth. for placing the 
Congo in the hands of King Leopold,” said 
Mr. Johnson, for it was this country that 
defeated the agreement between Great Brit- 
ain and Portugal for the control of the coun- 
try. The time for intervention to prevent the 
annexation of the country to Belgium has 
come. Secretary Root is with us if he be 
lieves that the people are. Every man, wom- 
an, and child, who believes the Congo should 
be taken from the clutches of Leopold, should 
write to the secretary of state at once, and 
get all his friends to write. Then Secretary 
Root will act as he shall judge best. 

Mr. Clark declared that the reports of 
brutalities of Leopold's soldiers were not 
exaggerated. He said he had heard of the 
quartering. of women and children by can- 
nibal soldiers, and on one occasion he reached 
the scene of a massacre just after eight per- 
sone had been killed. 

Judge Orrin N. Carter presided at the meet- 
ing. Prayer was offered by Dr. John F. 
Boyd and the henediction was said by the 
Rev. Timothy Prescott Frost.

TRADE NEAR NORMAL STATUS. 


General Merchandise in Good Form and 
Heavy Gold Importations Increase 
Confidence of Buyers. 


Conditions in the wholesale and jobbing 
trade last week continued to show an ap- 
proximately normal status. The improve- 
ment in the general situation and the heavy 
importations of gold tended to increase con- 
fidence among buyers. Trade in general has 
been quieter, and in some of the more impor - 
tant industries heavy curtailment in the out- 
put has begun, but in lines of general mer. 
chandise new commitments have been on the 
whole satisfactory. 

Weather conditions have favored the ac- 
tive distribution of seasonable goods, an 
retail trade has been of average proportions, 
Stocks generally were not large and this has 
been a factor of strength. . 

The heaviest curtailment in any industry 
has been in iron and steel. Retrenchment has 
been the feature in all lines of this industry, 
and the slump from the heavy production of 
the last few months has been sharp. The 
flurry in coppér prices has subsided and the 
market has been allowed to recede. The out- 
put of the coke and anthracite furnaces has 
been substantially reduced. In steelandiron .- 
circles the complaint of slow collections was 
quite general.
